The doctors also heard Dr. 
George Andros declare there is 
no sure, safe method for mothers 
to escape childbirth pain.

said 
American 
women 
were being confused by propa­ 
ganda about self-discipline and 
gy mnastics as a pain prev enta­ 
tiv e. 
He also contested the descrip­ 
tion by a '‘pseudoscientific writ­ 
er” of a sy nthetic narcotic ap­ 
propriated from the Germans as 
"God’s magic medicine ” 
“ There just ain’t any such ani­ 
mal,” Dr. Andros said.

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Railroad Demonstration 
SPOKESMEN for the Brotherhood of Loctv 
motive Firemen end Enginemen say they 
are well satisfied with the outcome of their 
union’s six-day strike. They do not say why. 
The publicized purpose of the strike was to 
p lace an additional member of the union on 
large Diesel locomotives. 
Railroad manage­ 
ment said this was featherbedding. This pur­ 
pose was not achieved, as far as the stated 
terms of the strike settlement are concerned. 
Nor was there any definite showdown on the 
union’s claim that management has been vio­ 
lating “ certain practices’* in Diesel engine 
op eration in violation of existing contracts. 
This issue is left to arbitration. 
The public has no evidence that the strike 
which tied up important sections of the rail­ 
road system for almost a week was worth 
m hat it cost in layoffs or employes in many 
places liesidcs the railroads themselves. Like 
the recently settled Chrysler strike, which 
last« *d 100 days, there is no evidence of any 
material gain to offset the su bstantial losses 
caused by the walkout Only one conclusion 
is p ossible in these circumstances. 
Su ch strikes are demonstrations of will­ 
ingness to tip over the applecart just to prove 
it ran be done. The question still to be answ­ 
ered in the case of public utilities operating 
under government control is whether or not 
the time has come to preserve the apple­ 
cart.

Growls Heard As Senators Revamp Bill 


Time Flies 
IT HAS BEEN a few days more than three 
months since Senator McCarthy of Wiscon­ 
sin, in what was expected to be a routine 
jtteeh in Wheeling, W. Va., lit a political fire- 
m » ckcr by charging there were or had been 
« nore than 200 security risks in the State De­ 
partment and that he had a list of 57 card- 
carry ing Communists still on the job. 
That accu sation, made last Feb. 11, was to 
bring about one of the strangest situations in 
a p olitical record which never has been noted 
for dullness. 
By the time McCarthy made 
the same charge on the floor of the 
Senate 
nine days later, red necks and boiling tempers 
wore a dime a dozen in Washington. 
Three 
day s later the Senate u nanimou sly voted for 
an investigation of the McCarthy charges by 


h foreign relations subcommittee 
On the 
same day President Truman went ou t of his 
vi ay to declare he would release no loyalty 
files and that the charges were false. Two 
weeks later the su bcommittee began its hear­ 
ings. 
Rarely does a day pais without some spokes­ 
man or ap ologist for the Truman administra­ 
tion pointing out that Senator McCarthy has 
d<» ne irreparable damage. On the few days 
that p ast without a description of the damage 
h< is doing there is likely to be an attack on 
his character, the character of his witnesses, 
or on some other member of the Republican 
p arty suspected of being in sympathy with 
him. 
All this has been the greatest demonstra­ 
tion of cou nter-attack since the New Deal 
trie d to get rid of Charles A. Lindbergh’s 
remark abou t the sire and probable efficacy 
of the German air force at a time when the 
United States had no air force worth men­ 
tioning. 
It is recalled that on that occasion 
the effect o f the cou nter-attack was to shift 
p op u lar attention from what Lindbergh had 
Mid to Lindbergh himself; it was a successful 
ru se. 
After three months those who have one- 
track mmds in these matters are still waiting 
for evidence that Senator McCarthy can be 
disregarded becau se the State Department has 
nothing whatever to hide in its p ersonnel 
lists- not even any thing to ap ologize for in 
th« recent p ast. After a li the issu e is not and 
never was w hether or not J oseph McCarthy 
is a p erfect U S. Senator.

Another sou rce of op p osition 
will come 
from state

ments. Many states—New York, 
for instance—had p lanned their 
bu dgets cou nting on greater fed­ 
eral aid for p u blic assistance. If 
the Senate recommendations for 
redu cing p u blic assistance grants 
can be made to stick, a greater 
financial bu rden will be thrown 
back on the states. This wou ld 
hit the p oorer states p articu larly 
hard. 
First reaction in Washington 
was that the Senate commit­ 
tee action rep resented a 100 p er 
cent victory for 
the 
insu rance 
comp anies in knocking ou t dis 
ability insu rance. 
The Senators 
have also recommended no imme 
diate increase in rates of 
p re­ 
miu ms p aid by emp loy er and em­ 
p loye, and recommended keep 
ing the wage base limit on which 
social 
secu rity 
dedu ctions are 
calcu lated to the first $3000 of in­ 
come, instead of raising it to $3- 
600 or higher. 
A second and more carefu l look 
at the Senate committee 
p ro 
p osals, however, 
reveals 
they 
wou ld take in more workers an 
p ay higher 
old-age 
assistance 
benefits than the Hou se-p assed 
bilL 
The recommended changes in 
the Hou se bill, as annou nced by 
Sen. 
Walter 
F. 
George 
o 
Georgia, chairman of the finance 
committee are not final. They 
may be changed on the floor of 
the Senate. And what the Senate 
votes on may be changed afain in 
conference with the Hou se to ar­ 
rive at a comp romise. 
To u nderstand what all the ar­ 
gu ing will be abou t, these main 
differences between the Senate 
committee recommendations anc 
the Hou se-p assed bill may be kep t 
in mind. 
There are now» abou t 35,000,- 
000 workers in the Social Secu r 


ity System. The Hou se bill wou ld 
take in 7,000,000 more. The Sen­ 
ate wou ld raise this to an estimat­ 
ed 8,280,000 p lu s another 1,500,- 
000 who might be brou ght in as 
volu ntary p articip ants, The total 
nu mber covered by the Senate 
wou ld therefore be close to 45,- 
000,000 workers.. 
The Senate wou ld take in 800,- 
000 farm workers emp loyed by 
one emp loy er1 for 60 day s 
and 
earning $50 or more in any three 
months. The Senate wou ld also 
take1 in an u ndetermined nu m­ 
ber of sharecrop p ers—estimated 
to be as high as 300,000. 
The Senate wou ld also take in 
200,000 emp loyes of nonp rofit or­ 
ganizations. There was a cu riou s 
committee fight on this. Under 
the Hou se bill, both emp loy ers 
and emp loyes of nonp rofit relig­ 
iou s organizations wou ld be re­ 
q u ired to contribu te to the social 
secu rity system. 
The 
Catholics 
objected to this comp u lsory taxa­ 
tion. Other denominations joined 
in the p rotest—all excep t the Bap ­ 
tists. 
At first the Senate Finance 
Committee voted to exclu de all 
emp loyes of religiou s organiza­ 
tions on a mandatory basis. This 
created su ch a p rotest, however, 
that the Senate committee finally 
reversed itself and voted to allow 
religiou s organizations to obtain 
social secu rity coverage for their 
emp loyes on a volu ntary basis. 
The 
Senate 
committee also 
voted to take in abou t 170,000 
federal civilian emp loyes not now 
covered u nder an existing retire­ 
ment system, and abou t 9 0,000 
agent-drivers—bakery and lau n­ 
dry tru ckers who work on com­ 
mission. 
The Senate knocked ou t the 
comp licated Hou se bill formu las 
intended to increase federal share 
of p u blic 
assistance 
grants 
to 
states making low assistance p ay ­ 
ments to the needy. The Senate 
also recommends making no ad­ 
ditional p ay ments to the mothers 
or caretakers of dep endent chil­ 
dren now eligible to receive p u b­ 
lic assistance. The Senate com­ 
mittee voted to increase ap p ro­ 
p riations for variou s child serv­ 
ice p rograms from $29 ,000,000 to 
$64,000.000. 
While the Hou se had recom­ 
mended increasing federal old

benefits by an average of 70 p er 
cent, the Senate committee rec­ 
ommends increases of 9 0 p er 
cent.
